DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to tine remarl<s submitted 3 December 2008. 
Currently claims 1 and 4-7 are pending. 

Double Patenting 

2. The rejection on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting 
has been withdrawn since application 10551935 was filed before application 1057889. 
(MPEP 804 I.B.I.) 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 and 4-7 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: The closest prior art of record are Takahisa (JP 03-246868), 
Kano (JP 2002-42862), Osaki at al. (JP 2001-126758) and Kobayashi et al. (JP 2000- 
200621), which all disclose a lithium ion conductive solid electrolyte material comprising 
lithium, oxygen, phosphorous and a transitional metal of titanium. However all the 
references fail to disclose the mole ratios of the claimed invention. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
